Nowhere Are the Armies 
of the Teuton Allies Being 
Allowed to Rest—Cease- 
lessly the Troops of the 
Entente Powers Are 
Pounding Their Foes in 
War Theater. 


New York, October 4.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Nowhere are the armies of the 
Teuton allies being permitted to rest. 
On the fronts in Flanders, France, Italy, 
Albania and Turkey the enemy still 
continues to lose ground, or is compelled 
to throw strong reinforcements into his 
battle line to hold back the aggressors. 

In Belgian Flanders, the Belgians, 
British and French troops are still driv- 
ing forward, although their speed had 
lessened by reason 
the bad condition of the ground. 

The enemy is swiftly evacuating the 
salient between Armentieres and Lens 
and the British now are standing only 
a scant six miles southwest of Lille 
over a front about four miles be- 
tween Wavrin and Equinghem, the 
former place having gained a position 
astride the Lens-Lille railroad. 

Nothwithstanding violent counter at- 
tacks and a line strengthened by fresh 
reserves, the British between St. Quen- 
tin and Cambrai have mateirally press- 
ed eastward from the region of Le 
Catelet and to the north have improv- 
ed their positions in Cambrai well 
that apparently this important town 
soon must fall. Taken all in all, the 
situation of the Germans in this region 
seems to be critical and the crisis at 
hand. . Far to the rear aerial observers 
report the roads congested with re- 
treating troops, who are being harassed 
by the machine gunfire of the airmen. 
As in Flanders, fires are everywhere to 
be seen, and it is evident the enemy, 
realizing that he must give further 
ground, is vigorously applying the 
torch.

Amsterdam, October 4.—Prince Max- 


imilian of Baden has been appointed 
German chancellor, says an official an- 


nouncement received from Berlin. 

Deputies Grober, centrist, and Schei- 
demann, majority social democrat, have 
been appointed secretaries of state 
without portfolios. 

The official statement adds that 
Prince Maximilian also has been named 
Prussian foreign secretary. He will 
announce his program at a full meet- 
ing of the reichstag October 5. 


Sketches of Socialist Members. 

Official announcement of the ap- 
pointment of Prince Maximilian, of 
Baden, as imperial chancellor, confirms 
newspaper reports emanating from 
Germany in the last few days. The 
prince succeeds Count von Hertling. 
Deputies Groeber and Scheideman prob- 
ably have been appointed secretaries 
in the imperial cabinet. 

Adolf Groeber is one of the leaders 
of the centrist party in the reichstag. 
Recently, before the main committee 
of the reichstag, he criticised the gov- 
ernment and attacked Count von Her- 
tling, the leader of the centrists. In 
the reichstag ‘in March 1918, he defend- 
ed Germany's methods of making peace 
with Russia at Brest-Litovsk. 

Philip Scheidemann is vice president 
of the reichstag and the leader of the 
majority social democrats. 

He, with a wing of the party, while 
nominally opposing some of the gov- 
ernment’s war policies, has swung to 
the government’s aid wherever the Ger- 
man arms seemed to be in the ascend- 
ant. This was notably the case when, 
after the passage of the “No annexa- 
tions and no indemnities” resolution 
of July 1917, the majority socialists 
acquiesced in the negotiations of the 
notorious. Brest-Litovsk treaty after 
Russia had been crushed. Although 
anything but an _  internationalist in 
pactice, he has been active through 
international socialist agencies in ef- 
forts to aid Germany’s cause by* help- 
ing her peace offensive as much as 
possible.

“All those who really hold dead the 
distant aim of the co-operation of na- 
tions,” the prince said, “should not 
lose confidence in their great hopes, 
even though the mutual feelings of our 
enemies may make the phrase ‘league 
of nations’ appear ever so suspicious to 
gg 

The grand duke of Baden said he 
also hoped that the future would bring 
about a mutual understanding and re- 
conciliation among the peoples now 
fighting against each other. 

Prince Maximilian declared that the 
present time demanded that the people 
of Germany should stand behind the 
government, adding: 

‘The storm which threatens our na- 
tional life is heavy and lasts long. Who 
doubts that we will weather it victori- 
ously?” 

The prince declared that the govern- 
ments fighting Germany ‘see their na- 
tional task in carrying over into peace 
a feeling of hatred and vindictiveness 
and to make of the coming peacé a 
continuation of the war with altered 
means.’

Men of three races, resident in the 
United States, but not American citi- 
zens and not subject to the draft, may 
be inducted into the legion through ap- 
plication at local draft boards, except 
in coal-mining districts, where recruit- 
ing will not be permitted. 

All officers except field officers will 
be required to speak, in addition to the 
English language, the language of the 
race composing the unit to which they 
are attached, the units to be made up 
of men of the same race as far as 
possible. 

Both officers and men of the three 
nationalities now serving in the army 
may obtain transfers to 2 unit of the 
legion.,Candidates for commissions in 
the legion, who will be trained at the 
officers school at Camp Lee, Va., before 
appointment, may be either citizens or 
aliens.

GERMANS PREPARE 
TO QUIT POSITIONS 
ON BELGIAN COAST 


With the British Forces in France, 
October 4.—(By_the Associated Press.) 
British troops, last- night and _ this 
morning, made progress in the neigh- 
borhood of Fresnoy-Le-Grand, north- 
east of St. Quentin, though only 
meager reports of the fighting in that 
district have been received. 

The country behind the German lines 
in landers is ablaze virtually every- 
where. From prisoners comes the in- 


formation that the Germans are mak-' 


ing hurried preparations to 
the dune country of Belgium along 
seacoast. 
there. 

In the Armentieres sector the 
treat of the Germans continues. The 
British are now well to the east of 
Lens. Mericourt, southeast of Lens, has 
been captured by Haig’s men. 

There is tangible evidence that the 
Germans realize their position north- 
east of St. Quentin is extremely pre- 
carious, for the roads in the rear of 
the breached Hindenburg line are con- 
gested with traffic. 

The railways are jammed with ma- 
terial moving eastward at a great rate 
and on some roads British aviators have 
observed a straggling stream of civil- 
ians who are being hurriedly sent from 
the rear. 

The Beaurevoir line having been 
pierced, the Germans soon, if not now, 
will find the greatest difficultv in ar- 
resting the progress of the _ British. 
Prisoners say they were given orders 
to hold on to the last moment in order 
to give the Germans an opportunity to 
construct a line at Valenciennes. 

British thrusts between Fresnoy and 
the River Searpe show that the Ger- 
mans are holding on with desperation 
there, probably in an effort to save 
some of their material and heavy guns. 


GERMANS LAUNCH 
COUNTER ATTACKS. 


With the British Army in France, 
October 4.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
here has been fighting of the most 
furious nature along the British front 
today. This has bee true especially 
along the Beqaurevoir line, iA the region 
east of Le Catelet. 

The last strong line of the Hinden- 
burg system having been smashed, the 
British in possession of it and recon- 
noitering far in advance, the Germans 
apparently feeling that they were fight- 
ing with their backs to the wall, have 
launched six powerful counter attacks 
during the past twenty-four hours. As 
a result of one of them the British 
withdrew for a moment from Beaure- 
voir itself and from Montbrehain to the 
western outskirts of the village. 

For these attacks the Germans used 
two divisions which had been released 
from the line through the capture by 
the French of St. Quentin. <All the 
other counter offensives failed utterly. 
At the end of them the bodies of Ger- 
man dead were piled high as a result, 
of the rifle, machine gun and shiell-, 
fire, and the British were in possession 
of vital lines of the German defense.

UNLY ALF SPEED | 
ON LIBERTY LOAN 


Nation Must Do Better to 
Put Loan Across—14 Per 
Cent Subscribed in Whole 
Country—Atlanta District 
Next to Last. 


Washington, October 4.—The nation 
is marching toward its six billion dol- 
lar Liberty Loan goal at just a little 
more than half the speed required to 
maintain a daily subscription rate of 
$315,000,000. Bond sales officially tabu- 
lated from reports of banks were an- 
nounced by the treasury tonight as 
$835,132,900, or an increase of $229,000,- 
000 in the last 24 hours. At the stand- 
ard rate of $315,000,000 a day, the rec- 
ord by this time should have been $1,- 
575,000,000. 

This method of calculation fails to 
take into consideration, however, the 
fact that many. subscriptions have not 
been backed up by first payments, and 
consequently are not recognized in the 
official reports, and that natural pro- 
crastination will cause thousands of 
citizens to postpone entering pledges 
until late in the campaign. National 
headquarters today issued a reminder 
that only thirteen working days remain 
before the subscription period ends Oc- 
tober 19. 

House to House Canvassing. 

Epidemic of influenza have com- 
peiled the abandonment of public loan 
meetings in scores of cities, and has 


made victims of hundreds of canvassers

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FOCH PLANNING 
FOR NEW ATTACK 


That Seems to Be Indicated 
by Appearance of Ameri- 
cans West of the Argonne. 
Rheims Front Invites a 
Drive. 


Washington, October 4.—The appear- 
ance of American troops in Yesterday’s 
fighting west of the forest of Argonne 
Suggested to some observers here.to- 
day the possibility that a new French 
concentration is in progress and a new 
blow is to be expected at any moment. 
The natural place for the stroke, it 
was said, appears to be the Rheims 
front, where the German lines have al- 
ready been weakened by the surrender 
of the St. Thierry plateau. 

Elimination of the German pocket 
just east of Rheims, it was argued, is 
already threatened the kranco- 
American advances yesterday on the 
heights northwest of Monthois and the 
simultaneous forward movement | of 
On 
the latter sector. the enemy is with- 
drawing closely pursued and the ad- 
vancing French line is well out into the 
open ground north of Rheims. Com- 
paratively little advance by the two 
wings of this pocket, it is thought, 
should force a hasty evacuation. 

Franco-American Thrust. 

The Franco-American thrust 
pearing Vouziers, a rail junction of im- 
portance to the enemy. On the other 
side of the Rheims sector the French 
already are on the Aisne in the vicinity 
of Berry-au-Bac and the pinching out 
of the pocket probably would permit 
extension of the line along the general 
course of the Aisne-Suippe rivers to a 
junction with the Franco-Americans in 
the high ground between these two 
rivers. 

It is pointed out that there are no 
heights or heavily wooded ground to 
impede the occupation of the Aisne 
line for a considerable distance. The 
establishment of the French on this 
front would outflank the enemy posi- 
tions in Laon from the southeast, pre- 
cisely as the British smashed toward 
the Oise valley from north of St. Quen- 
tin flanks both St. Gobain forest and 
Laon from the northwest. 

The result of a successful squeeze 
operation against the Kheims pocket, 
therefore, is full of promising possibil- 
ities to some officers, for the enemy 
would no sooner extricate his forces

.from this menace than he would find 


himself in an exactly similar trap on 
a wider front to the north. 

Whatever Marshal Foch be 
planning, there is every reason to ex- 
pect immediate blows on various sec- 
tors, in the opinion of observers here. 
It is obvious that the advance of Ma- 


jor General Liggett’s army along the 
Meuse has been halted under orders 
from supreme headquarters and not for 
lack of power, for in that case Ameri- 
can troops would not have been avail- 
able for employment with the French 
west of the Argonne. Apparently the 
far-reaching plans of the supreme 
commander were satisfied by the Amer- 
icans’ progress in the first three days 
of their rush. The Americans now are 
engaged in local operations on this 
front until the development of the bat- 
tle along the whole front again calls 
for a thrust in this vital sector of the 
enemy's position. 
Danger to German Scheme. 


The stubborn resistance of the Ger- 
mans before the British north of~St. 
Quentin was taken as clear evidence of 
the danger to the whole German 
scheme of retirement, carried by 
thrust. In the same way, repeated 
counter attacks on the Belgian front 
showed the menace seen by the Ger- 
map high command in further progress 
northward by this movement around 
Roulers. Presumably heavy German 
reserve forces have been concentrated 
at these two points to meet the dan- 
ger. The time seems ripe for smash- 
ing attacks at other points weakened 
necessarily by wathdrawal of reserves 
to make these concentrations. , 

The outstanding feature of the whole 
allied campaign has been the wonder- 
ful flexibility of the forces, the rapidity 
with which the whole armies can be 
moved from sector to sector, appearing 
on new fronts almost overnight. The

New York, October 4.— 
Fifty months ago, on ground within 
reach of British artillery at the present 
hour, was fought the first battle of 
Cambrai. The conflict was the conse- 
quence of an enforced stand of Smith- 
Derrien’s half of Sir John French’s

expeditionary army, then making 
great retreat from Belgium to. the 
Marne. For hours, faced with destruc- 
tion, the gallant fragment, hardly more 
than 30,000 strong, bore the brunt of 
Kluck’s army tn full advance, and then 
they wearily but successfully withdrew. 
This was “the most cirtical day of all” 
for the British between Mons and the 
Marne, and on that day Smith-Dorrien

saved his force, although forty-eight 
hours later the Germans claimed to 
have annihilated it at St. Quentin, just 
retaken. 

Three years later Sir Julian Byng 
won and lost the second battle of Cam- 
brai on ground all of which is now in 
British hands. The battle, which nar- 
rowly missed being one of the great 
Victories of the war, revolutionized the 
methods of combat. It established the 
tank, it confuted the well-grounded 
faith that no penetration of positions, 
no break through was possible. After 
it German victories in the spring and 
allied successes later followed logically. 

British Winning Third Battle. 

And now the British are fighting and 
winning the third battle of Cambrai, 
which is itself a major circumstance in 
the far more considerable battle of 
France. At this moment British cav- 
alry may actually be crossing the fields 
where so many of the first army, of 
the immortal “Old Contemptibles,” sleep 
their last sleep. Surely there never 
was a better example of British per- 
sistence. The young dispatch rider, 
whose story of the great retreat re- 
mains the best, told the French peas- 
ants in August, 1914, that the British 
would return. They have returned. 

And in the battle for the Hindenburg 
line, which is now decisively won, the 
tremendous thrust of the British be- 
tween St. Quentin and Cambrai seems 
to be the ‘charge that wins the day.” 
As it now stands the British are ad- 
vancing across the rear end communi- 
cations of all the German forces to the 
south from the environs of St. Quentin 
to those of Laon. 

In the north, Anglo-French-Belgian 
armies are winning for all time the 
battle of Ypres, which has lasted two 
weeks less than four years. In the 
east Pershing is pushing the Germans 
out of the Verdun eoauntry, with CGou- 
raud’s vital assistance. On both flanks

OUR WAY AND THE HUN’S. 


One of the most pleasing details of the 
Associated Press account of the bombard- 
ment and capture of the Austrian naval 
stronghold of Durazzo, by American, British 
and Italian warships last Thursday, was 
this: 

“. « « Another vessel, which was recog- 
nized as a hospital ship, was allowed to 
withdraw.’’ 

The attackers from the sea sailed up to 
within easy range of the enemy base and 
opened fire. The enemy shipyards, base of 
naval supplies and munitions, docks and 
warehouses were reduced to debris; and 
one by one the enemy ships of the fleet in 
the harbor were sent to the bottom by the 
unerring marksmanship ef the allied gun- 
ners. 

But, when one of the enemy craft Ict the 
fact be known that it was a hospiial ship— 
that it had aboard nurses an other non- 
combatants and served as a shelter and 
haven for sick and disabled men—“it was 
allowed to withdraw!”’ 


That is our way of fighting and of deal- 
ing with technical enemies who are helpless 
or who are engaged in work of mercy and 
ministering to men in pain. 

Contrast with it the Hun’s Way!—the 
Huns way, manifested u,o~ a hundred dif- 
ferent occasions since this war began, when 
he has knowingly and wantonly torpedoed 
and sunk hospital ships: bombed ladies 
asylums and infirmaries; shelled churches 
in which innocent women, children and old 
men and infirm men were gathered together 
in worship: and attacked, blasted and de- 
stroyed field hospitals and dressing stations 
occupied only by non-combatants or men 
disabled and out of the fighting! 

Warfare is one thing, ruthless butchery 
quite another.

choice and valuable food that otherwise 
would be lost because of the farmer's lack of 
means for its storage and preservation. 


This is a step in the direction of helpful- 
ness and progress; and, while Thomas and 
Brooks are among the heaviest sweet potato 
producers of the 152 counties in Georgia, 
they are only two; and undoubtedly there 
*is not a county in the entire state but in 
which a sweet potato warehouse would 
prove proportionately convenient, profitable 
and beneficial. 


The farmers, business men and citizens 
generally should keep alive to the fact that, 
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while Georgia this fall will be fairly bulging 
with foodstuffs, it will have not an ounce to 
waste.

| LUMP COAL WILL BE 
SCARCE IN ATLANTA 


Assistant Iuel Administrator Patterson 
stated yesterday that the administration had 
received no intimation from Washington of- 
ficials as to the percentage of lump coal 
which will be furnished Atlanta in the 3,892 
ears which have been promised this city. 
“This will depend altogether on the produc. 
tion at the various mining points,” Mr. Pat- 
terson stated. ‘‘Atlanta, of course, cannot ob- 
tain a larger percentage of the lump coal 
than her sister cities. We expect shipments 
on our allotment to begin at once. In al]! 
probability, however, it will be five or six 
months before we receive the entire 3,892 
cars due us under the fuel administration’s 
regulations. 

“That lump coal! will be rather scarce in 
Atlanta this winter now seems apparent, and 
our advice to all persons who have facilities 
for burning run-of-mine coal is to lay in a 
supply of this commodity, while it is readily 
obtainable. While lump coal is always ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain, we are experi- 
encing no trouble in filling all reasonable 
demands for run-of-mine fuel.”

10 DISCUSS WAR 


Moral Aims of Allies and. 
League of Nations to Be 
Subject of Conference Be- 
ginning Today. . 


Probably the most 
important church conference yet held 
in Atlanta in connection with the war 
‘is cheduled for today, Sunday and Mon- 
day, when representative southern min- 
isters and laymen gather with notable 
speakers from other cities of this coun- 
try and England to discuss the moral 
aims of the allies in the war and the 
movement for a league of nations after 
the war. 

The conference is being held under 
auspices of the National Committee on 
the Churches, which is endeavoring to 
start a movement among the American 
people, partieularly church people, 
which will keep the moral aims of the 
war uppermost in the minds of all 
and establish a public opinion favoring 
a league of nations to prevent future 
wars, 

' English Churchmen. 

To this end the committee has 
brought to this country at its own ex- 
pense such famous Englishmen as Bish- 
op Gore, of Oxford; Rev. Arthur T. Gut- 
tery, of Liverpoo), and others. They 
wre making a six weeks’ tour of the 
principal cities of America. Atlanta is 
the first southern city on their itiner- 
ary. 

Mr. Guttery arrives in Atlanta at 
11:45 o’clock this morning, and Bishop 
Gore at 5 o’clock this afternoon. They 
will be met by a delegation of At- 
Janta ministers, headed oy De Ce 
aiimer, Chatrman of the committee on 
arrangements. 

Sessions of the conference for minis- 
ters only, both white and colored, will 
be held today dt the Wesley Memorial 
church and on Monday at the Baptist 
Tabernacie. Luncheon will be served 
visiting ministers at Wesley Memorial 
church at noon today. 

The general public will participate 
in a general mass meeting Sunday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock at the Auditorium- 
Armory. Everybody is invited. There 
will be no collections taken or sub- 
ecriptions of any kind assessed. 

Dr. Wilmer to Preside. 

Dr. Wilmer will preside at the meet- 
ing. Bishop Warren A. Candler will 
open the proceedings with prayer.

British Forces in Flanders, 
October 4.—From civilians freed from 
the Germans in Flanders it was learned 
today that the kings of Wurttemburg 
and Saxony both narrowly missed hav- 
ing something happen to them at Dadi- 
zelle, northwest of Menin, a few days 
ago. Both monarchs were in the town 
wher the British guns suddenly opened 
upon it with a whirlwind hombardment. 
They fled in a hurry and as far as is 
known managed to get away safely. 

Some enlightening. information was 
gained from these liberated Flemings. 
Some them said that ever since the 
Germans first came to their town in 
1914 they had foreed all civilians to 
sleep on the floors while husky (Ger- 
mans occupied their beds. Tweaty- 
eight of the villagers were killed by 
the Germans. One of these was taken 
out, stood against a wall and shot. 

The villagers were fed by the Ameri- 
can commission for relief in Belgium, 
they said, but the Germans always took 
this food away from them and gave 
them their own German rations, which 
invariably were unfit to eat. 

it was on September 2S that the Ger- 
mans ordered the villagers of Ledgehem 
to evacuate the place, but many of them 
hid in the cellars and suburbs until the 
British entered. ‘The Germans told the 
Villagers that they would like to sur- 
render to the Scotch troops, but that 
the Scots had the nasty habit of cutting 
the throats of the Germans when they 
caught them, and, therefore, they were 
atraid to take a chance.
